Secretary of Agriculture an 
nounced today the 1991 Acreage Re 
duction Program signup will be

“Under new CRP program provi 
sions, bids on eligible land will be 
accepted based on environmental 
benefits obtained per dollar of cost 
to USDA's Commodity Credit Cot 
poration,” the Secretary said. 

Producers are cautioned that they 
should not rely on bid amounts 
which have been accepted in previ- 
ous years when making their bids. 

“In past signups, there was a high 

expectation that a producer could 
rely on no change occuring with re 
spect to the bid amounts which 
would be accepted,” he said. “Pro 
ducers who wish to enroll in the 
CRP should be aware there is in 
creased competition.” 

CRP bids will be accepted only 
for contracts beginning in 1991 and 
bid acceptance determinations will 
be made after a nationwide review 
and evaluation.

The Secretary said producers will 
be permitied to enter the same 
acreage simuljancously into the an 
nual commodity programs and the 
CRP, and to withdraw from the com 
modity programs, without penalty, i 
their CRP bid is accepted.

“Help me with the expense of this 
paving we did”, was the plea the 
Elba City Council heard from local 
businessman Ricky Haywood Mon- 
day evening.

turned unpaid. He said he waited un- 
til after the City had received annual 
privilege licenses fees and was again 
asking for payment, assuming mon- 
ey was now available.

Judge cancels 
criminal court

In a memorandum dated February 
20, 1991 to all officers of the court, 
Presiding Circuit Judge Terry Butts 
announced that the term of jury 
criminal court scheduled for Mon-

Judge Gary McAliley, one of the 
two judges presently serving the 
Twelfth Judicial Circuit of Alabama, 
was scheduled to hear the criminal 
cases pending in Elba, but he has 
been re-scheduled to hear criminal 
jury court set for March 4 in Pike 
County (Troy). The Twelfth Judicial 
Cuircuit is composed of Pike and 
Coffee counties. 

Judge Riley Green of Troy was 
the third judge serving the Twelfth 
Circuit up until his retirement on De 
cember 31, 1990, He has heard some 
cases since his entirement, but he 
will not be hearing any further cases, 
This has made it necessary for Pre- 
siding Judge Butts to re-arrange the 
court calender, 

Governor Guy Hunt is expected 
to name a sucessor to fill Judge 
Green's unexpired term in the very 
near future, It is believed that the ap- 
pointee will be from Pike County, 

The Circuit Clerk's Office in Elba 
was instructed to notify perspective 
jurors of the term of court cancella- 
tion, Jury summons for the March 4 
court date had already been mailed 
oul 

On Tuesday of this week, sen- 
tencing hearings on cases resolved 
on Monday, February 4 were sched- 
uled but had to be cancelled. Judge 
Butts was schedule to preside, but 
was unable to do so due to illness, 
These hearings will be re-scheduled 
ata later date

An audit of county funds was re-

in connection with the alleged miss- 
ing funds. Mrs. Ammons was arrest- 
ed on October 26, 1990 and charged 
with theft in the first-degree 

Mrs. Ammons, 48, of New 
Brockton had worked for the county 
as a bookeeper clerk for the past 13 
years, 

State auditors began their work 


almost immediatley after Mrs, Am- 
mons’ arrest and have been and are 
sll presently auditing county 
records, 


Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told members of the press af- 
ter the commission came out of the 
excutive session that the audit was 
sull not complete. 

“They're (the auditors) not com- 
plete with the audit, it'll be ah, ah - 
another - we don't know how long,” 
Eagerton said. “We're still waiting 


on some checks that have not come 
back from the bank which are th 
back-up checks, They're coming out 


of Birmingham 

“As soon as we know the final re 
sults, we'll certainly get with the 
news media and let this be known,’ 
said Eagerton. “At this time, we're 
not able to say anything.

to move toward selecting a perma- 
nent site for the public library, The 
building must be replace as federal 
officials declared the old facility on 
Putnam Street a total loss following 
the flood of last March. 

‘The group looked at three sites. 
The one favored by the local library 
board is across from the police sta- 
tion where the old city hall building 
is presently being torn down.

COYOTE CONTROL 
IN COFFEE COUNTY 

As with most animal damage con 
trol problems, coyote damage is best 
controlled through prevention, Try 
to anticipate conditions and times 
when damage is likely and use good 
husbandry or other preventive prac- 
lices. Electric fences using a six-inch 
spacing can be effective in excluding 
coyotes, The first strand should start 
Six inches from the ground and the 
fence should reach approximately 
five feet, 

Move springer cows to bams or 
pens near lighted areas or human 
habitation to discourage coyote dep 
redation on newborn calves and 
cows in labor. Remove dead live 
stock carcasses from production are- 
as to prevent conditions that attract 
coyotes. However, once a scrious 
damage problem has developed, 
livestock carcasses may be used to 
attract or concentrate coyote travel 
and aid in control. 

Some breeds of guard dogs have 
been used successfully to minimize 
coyote damage. These have been es 
pecially effective with sheep. 

In Coffee County, coyotes may 
be taken by shooting or trapping 
There are no legal toxicants. Trap 


ping is one of the most effective 
methods for controlling troublesome 
coyotes, No.2 long of coil spring leg: 
hold traps are legal for coyote trap- 
ping in Alabama, Advantages of the 
coil spring traps are that trigger 
mechanisms (pan) can be adjusted to 
avoid catching nontarget animals, 
and these traps are more casily con- 
cealed than longspring traps. 

As always, check with state and 
local officials before starting any 
control program,

4-H Peanut Story 


By Richard Petcher - 


We have 17 youth in our Coltee 
County 4-H Peanut Club, As a part 
of their project, these youth write 
their own personal 4-H story as it 
pertains to this crop. The rest of this 
column is the 4-H story written by 
Charles Bozeman. Charles is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs, Maxie Bozeman of 
Elba. He is very active in school, 
church, sports, and 4-H, He has done 
an excellent job with his peanut pro- 
ject, winning second place in the 
county. Hope you enjoy his story. 
PEANUTS: MY 4-H STORY 

Peanuts are a family affair around 
our house. My grandfather and my 
father are peanut farmers. A peanut 
project for me was as natural as pea- 
nut butter and jelly. I also wanted to 
leam more about what it takes to 
grow the number one row crop in 
Coffee County, peanuts. 

My project consisted of two acres 
of peanuts near our home. Disking, 
planting, cultivating, spraying, irri- 
galing, inverting, picking, and dry- 
ing are a part of the process which 
makes a peanut. This project started 
out the last of March, 1990, and end- 
ed around October 3, 1990. The ac- 
tual planting of the peanuts was on 
May 5, 1990, and they were taken to 
market on October 3, 1990, 

This year my dad did most of the 
work. He had to work very hard this 
year to grow peanuts because of the 
drought. He had to irrigate all of his 
peanuts for about 12 weeks. Fortu- 
nately, my two acres for the project 
were in the irrigated peanuts. 

My two acres averaged 2901.84 
pounds per acre. They graded 73% 
of sound mature kernels with 3% 
sound splits and 4% foreign materi- 
al. All of my peanuts were segrega- 
tion one which means, that they can 
be sold for eating purposes such as 
candy or cereal. The peanuts sold for 
The peanuts were placed in GFA, 
The quota support price was paid 
now. If the peanuts in GFA sell for a 
profit, I will receive a premium 
around August, 1991, 

Some interesting facts about this 
project are: They were. treated with 
Lorban for lesser corn stalk borers.

They were watered five times. White 
mold and spider mites were ob- 
served, 

Since peanuts are the main row 
crop we grow, I plan to continue my 
project with the same amount of 
acreage. I hope to become more ac- 
lively involved as I get older with 
the crop from beginning to end. Be- 
cause of the many growth stages of a 
peanut, they are a very hard crop to 
grow, 

Peanuts are the “thinking man's 
crop”. In order to grow peanuts, you 
must have the ability to be a chemist, 
a mathematician, a mechanic, a bio- 
ligist, a banker, and most of all a 
farmer, A farmer who can make 
sound judgements as to where time 
and money can be put to the best 
use. A farmer who can read the land 
and adjust as needed. Peanuts are a 
part of me and my life. They help to 
give me food and shelter. A peanut 
project is a part of who I am. Charles 
Bozeman, November 1, 1990.

In verses 2 & 3 we are to trust in 
Him even when the elements of na- 
ture seem to be against us and we are 
to remember that He is ultimately in 
control of them. 

In a way of transition verse 4 & 5 
explains how even in the midst of 
trouble He supplies peace to his 
own, The Psalmist gives the con- 
trasting picture of a "holy city" 
with a "gentle river" that is estab- 
lished by God and can not be 
moved! 

Finally in verse 10 God makes a 
declaration to the world to come and 
be still and know the strength of the 
true God. Many people have used 
this in a picture of a peaceful time,

Music Appreciation Offered At Z.C.

At the beginning of the 1990-91 
school year a new’ course was added to 
Zion Chapel's curriculum that many peo 
ple were unaware of. This class is known 
as Music Appreciation and is taught by 
the director of bands, at ZC, Mrs. Aman- 
da Ford 

When asked how the class was made 
a part of the curriculum Mrs. Ford re- 
plied that several 7th graders had nothing 
t@ take besides remedial math.

News From Enterprise State Junior College 


Students planning to enroll for 
classes offered at Enterprise State 
Junior College spring quarter should 
be advised about a state-wide mea- 
sles vaccination policy. According to 
Dr. David Chalker, Associate Dean 
of Students, "Beginning spring quar- 
ter any student born in or after 1957 
Must present documentation to show 
he or she has had at least two doses 
of live measles-containing vaccines; 
or has had the measles discase, as di- 
agnosed by a physician; or has labor 
atory evidence to indicate an immu- 
nity to the measles disease.” 

Chalker continues, "New students 
who have no documentation of live 
measles vaccination or other ev! 
dence of measles immunity at the 
time of enrollment may be admitted 
after receiving an initial vaccination, 
Those students must then have the 
second vaccination before register- 
ing for additional classes." 

The policy was instituted by the 
State Board of Education and does 
not allow for enrollment without 
having met one of the above men- 
tioned requirement, However, if stu 
dents are unable to comply with this 


policy at this time, they may receive 
an extension of the deadline. Contact 
the registrar's office for details, 
Pre-registration for spring classes 
is in progress and will continue 
through March 1. “Students who 
pre-register must complete their reg- 
iswation by paying any tuition and 
fees owed by 3:00 p.m, on March 1," 
says Chalker. “Those who do not 
pay be the 3:00 p.m, deadline will 
lose their schedules and have to reg- 
ister for classes during formal regis 
tration on Monday, March 4, Classes 
will begin on Wednesday, March 6 
ESJC offers several scheduling 
options this spring. Options include 
full-quarter classes taught as 4-day- 
a-week classes, 2-day-a-week class 
es in the afternoons and evenings, 
Friday-only classes, and Saturday- 
only classes. Courses are offered at 
the main campus and al Ft. Rucker, 
Admission and registration proce 
dures are the same for all courses of- 
fered by ESJC. Tuition is $20 per 
hour with a maximum of $200 for 11 
to 21 hours. An additional $20 per 
hour is charged for 22 or more 
hours. Military personnel and their 


families pay in-state tuition, and 
persons age 60 and over, tuiti 
iree,
